Mil. EDITOR:—The first pldce which the 


stranger generally visits after the Abbey and 
the Tower, is St. Paul's Cathedral. 
This mag- 


nificent structure, which towers over London 
like a sentinel, in point of size, extent, and rich- 
ness of architecture, is second only to St. Peter's 
at Rome. The principal objects, of interest are 
the Choir—the Dome—the Monuments—the 
Great Bell and Cross—and the Whispering Gal- 
lery. The Dome and Rotunda reminds an A- 
mencan of the one at Washington, except that 
the whole Capitol might be placed with ease in 
St. Paul's. 
The architecture is exceedingly 


grand, though rather inferior to that of West- 
minster Abbey. 
I waited for the service, which 


is regularly performed twice every day, as it also 
is in Westminster Abbey, but with the exception 
of the grand organ and fine chanting ot the boys, 
I could not see th.it the service vvas more inter- 
esting or profitable than that of many a little 
American Chnrch.

I have been here but a little more than 


o week, and yet I would be glad to be out of it, 
and shall go in a very short time. After you have 
seen the great public places, such as the Tower 
—Abbey—Museum, &c. which belong as much 
to the world as to London, you soon become fa- 
tigued with the noise and excitement. I think, 
when I leave London, 1 shall not visit any more 
large towns, but confine my travels to the coun- 
try among the old Churches and Castles. There 
is much more pleasure, and to one who is not in 
good health, a great deal more benefit, inroamintr 
through the country enjoying the fine air. than, 
there is in being cooped up in London, amid so 
much smoke and din. They tell me that Lon- 
don is dull now, that all the people have left for 
their country seats and watering places ; if this 
is so, deliver me from London when it is full. It 
is enough to craze one's brain now to walk down 
one of the omnibus routes, and if it is much 
worse at any other time, I can not imagine how 
lhe people walk in the streets at all.

eller, is the entire absence of negroes. Since my 
stay in London, among the hundreds of thousands 
of people that I have seen and met, I never saw 
but one negro, and he was ih (what to an Ameri- 
can would seem) strange place.

M. COOPER'S SPEECH. 


[Concluded front our last.] 


I presume it will hardly be questioned by any i 


one acquainted with the subject that the inter- j 
ests of the agriculturalists of this country are 
best piomoted by that which secures them a 
home market for their products. 
Notwith- 


standing ail Mr. Polk and his Secretary, Mr. 
Walker, «ay lo the contrary, the foreign grain ! 
market is of but little importance in compari-j 
son with the home market. 
This is proved by j 


reference to the quantity of whe;it annually pro 
duced and exported. 
The quantity of wheat i 


annually produced for the last five years avera-' 
ges about 90,OOU,OUO of bushels. 
The quantity 


annually exported for the same period averages 
7,aUO.UOu bushels. 
It is estimated that about 


a tenth of every crop is used for seed. 
This 


being deducted" from a crop of 90,000,000 of 
bushels would leave for consumption S-1,-100,- 
000 bushels;—ot this quantity, 7,-!(>0,000 bush- 
els are consumed abroad, leaving 77,000.000 of 
bushels to be consumed at home. Thus we 
see that of a crop of S-l,-100,000 bushels, 77,000,- 
000 of bushels are sold in the home rnaiket, and 
7,400,000 bushels in the foreign mcuket. 
Of 


the amount of wheat sold in the foreign market 
for the last five years, Great Britain bought of 
us in

From this you will see, Mr. Speaker, that if 
we were to furnish England with all the wheat 
she buys, she would not take a seventh part of 
the quantity we produce. 
Yet the President 


would have us believe that the English market 
is every thing, the home market nothing-. 


But England is by no means our most impor- 


tant foreign market. 
Her North American col- 


onies have furnished UB a better market than 
herself.

- By the operation of the late Corn laws of 
Great Britain we enjoyed the benefit of this im- 
portant market; but by their repeal we have 
been deprived of it. 
Yet Mr. Polk lauds their 


repeal as the beginning- ofa new and more pros- 
perous era in the history of our trade with Eng- 
land. 
The Corn laws of Great Britain, recently 


repealed, imposed high duties upon foreign 
wheat and (lour, whilst the duties on the like 
products of her colonies was comparatively tri- 
lling. 
Foreign wheat was charged with a duty 


of 33 cents a bushel; Colonial wheat with a 
duty of 8 cents a bushel. By sending our wheat 
to Canada, we obtained the advantage of the 
discrimination in favor of Colonial produce • 
and were thus protected against the competition 
of the wheat groweis of the North of Europe. 


But by the repeal of her Corn laws, England 


has abolibhed discrimination infavorof her col- 
onies on breadstufls. 
The duty on foreign and 


colonial produce is now the same; and In a di- 
rect trade the wheat growers of the Baltic, ow- 
ing to the low pi ice oflaborand cheaper freight, 
are enabled to undersell us in the British mar- 
ket. 
The repeal of the Corn laws, therefore, 


has been injurious to us; and this, I thought, 
had been known to all, except Mr. Polkand'his 
Secietary, 


I have thus, Mr. Speaker, attempted to show 


how comparatively unimportant is the foreign 
wheat market. 
We have seen that our sales at 


home amount annually to 77.000,000 of bush- 
els ; whilst abroad they amount to but 7,.|(JO,- 
000 bushels. I now proceed to show the effect 
of a liberal Tariff on our borne market. 


By the returns ol the Marshals, appointed to 


take the census of 18-10, it appears that there 
were in Pennsylvania 410 furnaces and forges ; 
and that there were annually consumed by tho.-e 
employed in them. 4,000,000 of bushels of grain, 
besidesa corresponding proportion of beef, pork,' 
potatoes, poultry, &c. 
In 184 2, at the time of 


the passage of the tariff law, 140 of these estab- 
lishments had ceased operations, in consequence 
of the decline of duties under the Compromise 
act; and it was well undeislood by both the 
friends and the enemies of protection, that a 
large proportion of those still smuggling along 
would be compelled to suspend their operations 
and discharge their hnndi, miles* by legislation 
something could he done to pievent the ruinous 
competition which they endured from abroad. 
A few furnaces and forges favorably located, 
and owned by rich men, might have gone on; 
but the large number would have been broken 
down by foreign competition. 
And what ef- 


fect would this have produced upon the markets 
of the country and the price of produce ? These 
establishments, as I have shown, furnished a 
market annually for 4,000,000 of bushels of 
grain and a corresponding quantity of beef, pork, 
hay and potatoes. 
Suppose that three fourths 


of them, (and the proportion is not too large,) 
hud been compelled to cease operations, what 
would have been the consequence? 
Why, sir, 


this :-^a market in which the farmer annually 
sold 0,000,000 of bushels of grain, and a still 
larger amount in value, of beef, pork, hay, &c., 
would have been deslioyed. 
But this is not all, 


nor by any means the worst. 
The men who 


had been engaged in the manufacture of iroq, 
on quitting it, must have betaken themselves 
to some other employment. They v.ould not 
have remained idle. 
It is the destiny of men 


to woik—it was so ik'crct-il from the beginning. 
What would they have found to do? 
Would 


they have embarked in some other branch of 
manufacturing industry? 
Xo.sir. The same 


policy which had prostrated, at the feet of for- 
eign competition, the iron manufacturers of the 
country, had produced effects quite at. injurious 
and destructive to the manufactuie of woolens, 
cottons and mechanical industry generally. 


What then was loft for them to do ? Noth- 


ing, Mr Speaker, but to betake Ihrmsehes to 
agricultural pursuits—to become producers in- 
stead of consumers of bread stuffs. 
What, let 


me again inquire, would be the effect of this on 
the agricultural industry of the country'' 
A 


reduced maiket and an increased supply—for- 
mer buyers becoming sellers, and competition 
reducing prices. 


But the want of adequate and just protection 


would have produced the same effects'upon oth- 
er branches of domestic industry, as, it had 
done on the manufacture of iron. 
The opera- 


tion of woolen factories and cotton factoiies 
had been suspended in many parts of the coun- 
try, and the workmen employed in them dis- 
charged. 
Here was the doMrurtion of other 
•urn hence would have sprung up oth- 


or competitors to those engaged in agricultural 
pursuits. 
After an exhibition »f these facts, I 


need not say, that the protection of manufactu- 
ring and mechanical industry, is the policy 
best calculated to promote the interests of the 
grain growers of the country. 
Every man em- 


ployed in manufacturing and mechanical pur- 
suits, is a consumer of bread and meat; and ev- 
ery man forced to abandon them by foreign 
competition, instead of becoming a consumer, 
becomes a producer, and to some extent a com- 
petitor of the farmer. 
To the farmer I would 


therefore say, cherish domestic industry of all 
kinds. 
Buiid up by a wise and liberal policy 


furnaces, forges, woolen factories, cotton, facto- 
ries—furnish employment to your own mechan- 
ics of all kinds, and you thereby insure a stea? 
dy market for your own products and increase 
the prosperity of all. 


Mr. Speaker, before proceeding further, I de- 


siie to show that protective policy is uniformly 
beneficial—that the cotton planter of the South, 
as well as the grain growers of the middle anil 
western States, is benefited by it. At the tima 
of the passage of the act of 1S42, one of the ar- 
tides requiring protection, and perhaps the 
most of nil, was Sugar. 
The reduction of duty 


which had taken place on this article under the 
provisions of the Compromise Act had rendered 
its culture nearly profitless; and without fur' 
ther piotection it must have been abandoned.— 
What would have been the effect? 
How would 


its abandonment have operated on the interests 
of the cotton planter—always the loudest do- 
claimer against the protective policy? 


Louisiana is the principal sugar growing 


State. 
Her soil is adapted to the growth of 


sugar and cotton, and but to little else. Sugar 
is tiie principal crop; cotton being little culti- 
vated. 
Without protection sugar cannot be 


produced; without it the culture of the article 
would be abandoned; and if it were abandoned, 
the land and the labor of Louisiana could be 
profitably employed only in the cultivation of 
cotton. 
I do not know how much cotton Lou-, 


isiana would be capable of producing; but I 
know that in 1S40 there were 00,000 slaves in 
the State, and that in Georgia each negro is 
estimated to produce six bales annually. 
At 


this rate 50,000 slaves would produce yeaily 
300,000 bales. 
Add this to the 1,800,000 bales, 


at that time the annual product of the country, 
and what would b« the effect? 
An increased 


supply glutting the maiket and reducing the 
price. 
Mr. Speaker, does not this view of tht) 


case thus presented, prove the operation of a 
Tariff to be uniformly beneficial; that neither 
the North nor the South is exclusively the re- 
cipient of its advantages? 


But, Mr. Speaker, the Tariff of 1S42, with all 


the good it has already done, and all it promised 
to do hereafter, has been repealed. 
The dicta- 


tion ofa Southern President and the -obodienoo 
of a servile Congress, have involved the free la-, 
borers of the country in an unequal contest 
with the starving laborers of Europe. 
But all 


blame of the repeal of this bonoficent measure 
does not belong to the South, 
It was rio 


strange hand that struck the blow which so 
grievously wounded the interests of the North. 
It was the hand ofa Pennsylvauian—of one 
who hnd been honored and exalted by those 
whoscdearest iuteiests he has smitten to the 
earth. 
Whiie his hand was yet uplifted, boforo 


the blow had yot descended, his justice, the as- 
sociations of his life, his pledges, were appeal* 
ed to in order to aveit or turn it aside. 


But moved by abad ambition, the Vice Pres- 


ident smothered nil the obligations of gratitude, 
all the lies of kindred, lie held the beam ; it 
was equally balanced. 
The interests of the 


Northern freemen were in one scale; the pre- 
judices of Southern slaveholders in the other. 
Under puch circumstances, the justice of agood 
man, and the sympathies of kind men, would 
have decided hirn to cast his weight into the for- 
mer. 
But it was in vain that he was appealed 


to by » Pennsylvania Senator, by all the con- 
siderations (hat could be supposed to move a 
kind man's heart, or convince a wise man's- 
judgment. It was in vain that this Senatqr 
pointed lo the consequences of his act^-to 
workshops deserted—to the thousands it would, 
beggar. It was all in vain. The act was done. 
Bur if the conduct of the Vice President deser- 
ved execration, that of Senator Cameron entl-, 
ties him to our confidence and gratitude. 
All 


that ability and patriotism could do, to avert 
the blow that menaced the interests of his con-. 
stiUients, was done. 
Nobly did he stand up for 


the rights of Pennsylvania; and if at length 
they were sacrificed, the fault was not his.— 
He struggled manfully while there was a hope; 
and redeemed, and more than redeemed all his 
pledges of fidelity to the interests of his con-, 
stituents. 
In the very moment of defeat, he 


began to repair the 
injury 
that had been 


wrought. 
He sent abroad the cry "repeal," the 


first returning echoes of which were borne to 
the ears ofthose in power, in the news of the 
late elections. And that cry, Mr. Speaker, I 
trust, will continue to fill the mouths of the peo- 
ple until the act of 1840 shall have been blotted 
from the statute book. 
One word further,as to 


the wisdom of repealing the act of 1S42. 
If. 


at any time it would have been wise to repeal 
that act, the time selected was the most unwise. 
The country had just been plunged into a cause- 
less war by the wilful ness or folly of the Presi- 
dent. 
It is a war which roust necessarily be 


waged at the expense ofa vast amount of mon- 
ey. 1 his,of all times, was the least proper to 
change the revenue laws of the country, so as 
to render them less productive. I know, MP, 
Speaker, that we have been informed by both 
the Pit-sident and Secretary, that the Tariff of 
1840 will yield an increased revenue. They are 
both mistaken. It will not do so; and 1'me 
will prove it. 
If for the next five years, this 


act 'hall produce an annual a\erage, revenue of 
$18,000.000, without the imposition of duties 
on tea and coffee, as recommended by the Pres- 
ident, I shall be surprised. 
In the meantime, 


while the revenues of the government are dft- 
c renting, its debt and expenses will be increa- 
sed to an alarming extent. 
The war with Mex- 


ico, conducted ns it is, with a folly as provo- 
king as its commencement was needless and 
unj-ist, will in a year more, if it should contjnuCj 
invohe the country in n debt ol §1001000,000X 
and cost thousands of priceless lives. 


1 know, Mr. Speaker, that even Iflliintyisap-. 


probation of thu war with Mexico, either as it 
regards its cammencernent or progress, "is to 
give aid and comfort to the enemy-," according 
to Piesident Polk. 
But in what I dare to. 


think 1 dare to speak. I believe the war was 
needlessly begun, and that its conduct since 
has been n succession of blunders ns far as tha 
executive was concerned.
